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FROM MISS EDITH PAYNE 


What a busy and eventful year this has been. The major concern that we 
have been faced with during the past year was the decrease in qualified appli- 
cants to the School of Nursing and the consequent implications of this situation 
on the future of the school. During the previous two years there had been a 
small, but consistent, drop in the number of applications received and the num- 
ber of students enrolled. In March it became increasingly evident that it would 
be impossible to enroll a class of even 50 qualified students; consequently, the 
last class of students from this school will graduate in September 1968. This 
decision has been faced realistically and with understanding by both students 
and graduates. 

Many factors influence nursing education programs. The increasing demand 
for, and availability of, college education for women is unquestionably a factor 
in the decreasing interest in diploma education. Another factor which must not 
be overlooked is the increasing difficulty experienced by graduates of diploma 
programs in securing college credit for education received in hospital schools. 
There is reason to believe that the position of the American Nurses’ Association 
regarding nursing education is currently having a marked influence on applica- 
tions to diploma schools of nursing. 

It seems timely to include excerpts from the American Nurses’ Association 
leaflet, ““A Date with the Future” for your information. 

“Education for all who work in nursing should take place within the 
general system of education. 

Minimum preparation for professional nursing practice should be the 
baccalaureate degree. 

Minimum preparation for technical nursing practice should be the 
associate degree. : 

All registered nurses are and will continue to be eligible for member- 
ship in ANA, the professional association for registered nurses. 

There is no change in legal status for the diploma nurse. Nurses grad- 
uated from and now enrolled in state-approved diploma programs are 
eligible upon graduation to become licensed as registered nurses. 

The position paper does not in any way affect what nurses have al- 
ready achieved, but rather it focuses on the impending and long overdue 
changes in the system of nursing education.” 

I know that it is important to you as to us that nursing at Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s continue to play an important part in nursing education for the future 
and in September a limited number of undergraduate and graduate students 
from the University of Illinois College of Nursing came to the hospital for 
clinical laboratory experience and special projects. It is anticipated that this 
program will increase each year. The University now enrolls 75 undergraduate 
students each year; when their College of Nursing building is completed in | 
1969, they plan to enroll 200 students annually. There is a possibility that we 
will also be participating in an associate degree nursing program with the West 
Side Junior College in the near future. 

Homecoming will be on April 18, 1968. I hope that we will see many of 
you at the tea and at the banquet.

We will continue our quarterly meetings, our News and 
Views bulletin, our annual Homecomings and Banquets: ALL OF OUR 
ACTIVITIES WILL CONTINUE. 

The class of 1968 is the last graduating class of the School of Nursing. 
We therefore, address ourselves to the future of the form of Nursing Educa- 
tion at Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital. This great teaching and research 
hospital, with its vast clinical expanse, is now being explored in all of the 
areas that it entails, as to its present and future roles. Indeed, there will be 
Nursing Education and Nursing Research, and the formality of these en- 
deavors will be explored and finalized. There will be Nursing Candidates de- 
veloped under newer educational programs. Our Alumni Association must be 
ready with a vital Organization to welcome the clinical graduates of the future 
into our membership. These are concepts that will be the challenges of to- 
morrow. It will require a blending of the traditions of yesteryear, the spirit 
of today, and the progress of the future. 

With your help, your support, and your understanding, we shall and we 
will continue to be an active, vital organization in the Nursing Profession, 
accepting with clarity and vigor—the progress of tomorrow. - 

Our next speaker was Miss Payne. In her address Miss Payne expressed 
great pleasure in being with the Alumni at their Annual Homecoming and 
Banquet and the chance to greet and meet old friends. 

Among the many interesting facts presented by Miss Payne, here are just 
a few of the highlights of her address. Presbyterian St. Luke’s Hospital 
of Nursing has an enviable and proud record. In September 1968 our School 
will close. In its 84-year history, 7,218 will have graduated from the com- 
bined schools, 3,267 from St. Luke’s, 2,810 from Presbyterian and 1,141 from 
Presbyterina-St. Luke’s. 

The trend of nursing education is away from the diploma schools of 
nursing. In the past year the Diploma schools decreased by 116, Bacca- 
laureate degree programs have increased by 51 and 216 Junior Colleges have 
opened the two-year Associate degree programs. It is an interesting fact that 
24% of the nursing staff of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital have their Bac- 
calaureate or Masters degree. 

Aside from the concern as to where the nursing staff is going to come 
from the second question most frequently asked is: What happens to the 
Nurses’ Residence? The answer at this moment is unknown. The area is 
being carefully surveyed. The Ist floor and recreation room will be preserved 
for purposes that they are now being used for. The Historical items? The 
School Library will be combined with the Rush Medical Library. The silver, 
china and linen will be given into the care of the Dietary Department on call 
when needed for social functions. 

In this past year we have had junior students from the University of 
Illinois in our Medical and Surgical areas, as of September both junior and 
senior University nursing students will have clinical experience in all areas, 
including the out-patient department. 

Crane Junior College on the West Side will be opening their Associate 
Degree School of Nursing in September 1968, and in the fall of 1969, their 
students will have clinical experience at Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital. We 
are at the present time engaged in a training program with the Junior Col- 
leges in training Operating Room technicians. This is a one-year program 
and has been very successful. 

After the roll call by Miss Johnson and Miss Stienke,, Miss Edna Mc- 
Cullough, representing the class of 1918 spoke a few words of welcome. Miss 
McCullough is one of our most faithfull and active Alumni. She has served 
in some capacity on the Board of Directors since our merger. It was a par- 
ticular pleasure to have her represent the graduates of 50 years. Miss Has- 
brouke, President of the 1968 class, gave regards from her class and pledged 
to carry on in all the tradition and spirit of the Alumni in all our goals 
and aims for the future. 
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At the conclusion of our evening the Alumni Association honored Miss 
Payne, by presenting her with an Honorary Membership in the Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Alumni Association. 


It is hoped that this summary of the days events provide information 
and a feeling of warmth for all those unable to be with us. 
Sincere thanks to Miss Payne and the School of Nursing for the delight- 


ful Homecoming Tea and Tour. And our appreciation goes to Miss Inette 
Hoxsey and her Committee for their many hours of preparation; and to the 
members of the Board of Directors for their service in making this a mem- 
orable occasion.

Dear Praying Friends and Relatives: 
I am truly grateful for each and every one of you. I praise God and thank 
you for your many gifts and prayers during these recent months of exceptional 
need in Hong Kong. We realize our ability to stand is the result of our willing- 


ness to kneel. May He, who is ever faithful, keep you steadfast and true during 
these last days. 


Yes, we did have a wonderful Christmas. Thanks again to all who cared 
and shared with us. No doubt your caring and sharing made your own celebra- 
tion a more joyous one. Truly it is more blessed to give than receive. I shall not 
dwell at length on the details of our Christmas activities since there is a similar- 
ity from year to year. Yet there is ever that fresh and new joy that floods our 
hearts as we celebrate the birth of the Saviour who was born to die. 


I was particularly impressed this year by the little girls who took the part of 
Mary in the nativity scene. I have prayed that God would speak to their hearts 
as they quietly and reverently gazed at the figure in the manger representing 
the Christ Child. I like to believe they will never be the same after this exper- 
ience. You will note I have mentioned “girls.” Because of the large number of 
students it is necessary to divide into groups, each group preparing and pre- 
senting their own program. Each program opens with a message explaining the 
true meaning of Christmas and this message is followed by the nativity scene. 
This year there wete fifteen such programs. This plan enables more of the 
children to have a part in the program. In order to avoid being accused of 
being partial, I attend all the programs. Yes, there followed a few days vacation 
for recuperation! 


Then—ever so quickly—the New Year came rushing in. To the Morning 
Light Church this means baptism of new converts. This year there were seven- 
teen. Yes, “a picture is better than a thousand words’—therefore I will send you 
the picture since time and space does not permit the thousand words necessary 
to introduce each of these dear ones who are now members of the church. As 
you look at their faces I trust you will ask the Lord’s blessing upon each one. 
As babes in Christ they need your prayers and mine. The National preacher, 
Mr. Cheung, is standing on the extreme right side. 


I know you are always concerned about the situation in Hong Kong. We 
are grtaeful to report an apparent calm—outwardly at least. Our hearts have 
been grieved over the tragic events in Vietnam. Special prayer has flooded the 
Throne of Grace in behalf of all affected, especially the believers and servants 
of God. We are conscious the same pattern could, and may, be followed in 
Hong Kong. We commit our future to Him who holds the whole wide world in 


His hands. | : 


Many of you have already heard of the miraculous delivery of Jonathan 
Wong’s parents from Communist China. Their escape and arrival in Hong 
Kong would make an interesting account but that must wait for another time. I 
just want to share the good news with you who may not yet have heard, and 
thank you for praying. While Jonathan could not be here to welcome them,

you may be sure it did not take long for the news to reach him, and of his 
joyous response. 

Yes, my general health is good. Pictures (and the scales) prove there is no 
fading away! God is good and I do praise Him for granting me health and 
strength for the many tasks from day to day. The past:few months I have been 
troubled with an eye infection but it now seems to be under control. This, too, 
is an answer to prayer and IJ do praise the great Physician. 

Needless to say, this letter would not be complete without an apology. Since 
I did not even begin with such, as I so often feel compelled to do, there seems 
no alternative but to close on that sad note. I will be brief and simply say how 
sorry I am that some of your letters and gifts are still waiting to be acknowledged. 
I am sure every item has been received; the Lord sees to that. He knows all 
about it and so shall you as soon as I can manage a few quiet hours at my desk. 
In the meanwhile may we often meet around the blood-bought mercy seat. I 
will pray for your patience and you pray for my endurance. God does hear and 
answer prayer.
